First, by cash and second by taking 
advantage of the Barrett law.

ing the past few days there has been j 
considerable discussion regarding this 
law and there seems to be some mis­ 
understanding as to its provisions. 


The total cost of all the improve-' 
meats will amount to between $40,000 j 
and $50,000 affecting about one hun­ 
dred and fifty property owners. 
A f­ 
ter the contract for the work upon 
the different streets is completed, tiie^ 
contractors report to the city engineer 
who inspects such completed contract, 
and makes his report to the city colin-1 
cli. 
After he finds that the work has 
been done according to the plans and 
specifications, the city council orders 
him to prepare an estimate 
of 
the 
part which will be paid by the c it y ; 
and also a preliminary assessment 
roll of the cost to each property own-; 
er along the street. 
Notice is then given by two weeks 
publication that the preliminary as- j 
segm ent roll has been prepared and 
that the same is open to remonstrance. 
Any property owner may then appear 
before the city council at the time 
specified in the notice and object to 
the a—es-ment filed against fits prop­ 
erty or regarding the character ot 
the work. 
After the change-, if any, 
are made to the assessment roll or a f­ 
ter it is accepted, as reported, the 
same is then filed with the city clerk, 
who prepare- a pennanen.t assessment 
roll. 
Wilco this i- completed, it is 
then turned over to the city trea-urei 
for collection. 
After the roll i- filed with the city 
treasurer, the property owner- 
arc 
given thirty days in which to settle, 
the same in cash or under the Barrett 
law. 
In case, however, they take ad­ 
vantage pl the Barrett law, such ac- ; 
lion must he taken within the tnirty J 
days and it' they fail to provide for 
the settlement of cost under the B ar­ 
rett 
law 
in that 
time, 
the 
whole 
amount become- due in cash and must 
be -ettled at once. 
After the expiration of the thirty 
days given to take advantage ot the 
Barrett law, bonds are issued for tile 
contractor. 
It is contended by some 
that these bonds can be 
issued 
in 
blocks of $500 or $1,000 each, but the 
city trea-urer and the city clerk de­ 
clare that a separate bond must be 
issued 
for 
the 
amount 
assessed 
against each property owner. 
I hey 
claim that the law can be interpreted 
in no other way, as the property own­ 
er i- given the opportunity to pay off 
the assessment at any time he chooses 
and if the bonds were issued in blocks 
of $500 or $1,000 it would be neces 


nary to place the assessments against, 
several of the property owners 
to- j 
get her. and if any one of them choose I 
to pay the assessment in full before 
it became due, it would be difficult to j 
divide the bonds satisfactorily. 
The bonds are issued for a period 
of ten years, bearing ti per cent, in­ 
terest. 
The principal is payable in j 
ten equal installments while the inter­ 
est is payable semi-annually and is 
collectable at each regular tax paying] 
time, 
lf the bonds 
run during the 
whole 
time, 
each 
property 
owner 
would make ten payment- upon the i 
principal and twenty payment- upon 
the intere-t. 
It i- not necessary, a- many be­ 
lieve. to let those bond- run the whole 
time, but they may be paid in full at 


I any regular tax paying time or at any 
time during the year providing the in­ 
tere-t i- paid to the next regular tax 


paying time. 
A- it i- not probable that any ot the 
permanent assessment rolls 
will 
bel 
ready for collection before the No­ 
vember date for tax paying, the first 
semi-annual installment of the inter­ 
est upon such bonds will lie due foi 
the first time next spring. 
The inter­ 
est of course is reduced each year as 
the principal becomes smaller with 
each annual payment. 
There are probably a number ot 
properly owners affected by the new 
improvements who will pretor to pay 
for the same under the Barrett law 
rather than settle the full amount in 
cash at the completion ot the work. 
B y taking advantage of the Barrett 
law, the Cost can be settled in small 
sums each year and as it can he paid 
in full at any time, it has become a APPOINTED ROAD FOREMAN 
popular measure in cities where ex-1 
tensive improvements are ordered. 
Tim streets, which are now being 
paved, have been improved under four 
separate contracts, and an assessment 
roll will be made for each of these 
four contracts.

London, Ju ly JO.— The judgment o f 
the British Board of Trade court o f

arrangements for manning them were

One day in September, I.STJ, while 
private and official Japan was in an 
uproar of protest against building a 
little line of railroad eighteen miles

long between Tokio and Yokohama,

devils that even the military authori­ 
ties months before had refused to |>er 
, 
rn it a survey through a part of Tokio, 
the Emperor Mutsuhito, then in the 
twentieth year of his life and in the 
fourth year of his reign, startled Japan 
with another innovation. 
The emper­ 
or took the matter in hand personally 
and amazed Japan by publicly presid 
ing at the opening ceremonies of the 
first railroad Japan was to see. Where­ 
upon open opposition to railroad build­ 
ing suddenly ceased. 
Mutsuhito was the only ruler, and 
doubtless will be the only ruler, who 
lived to see a country during a single 
reign spring from the trammels of me­ 
diaeval primitiveness to a place among 
the first nations of the world in mill 
tary and domestic sciences. 
I 'n ti I a 
year after the emperor was horn Jap­ 
an not only was without a navy or 
merchant marine, but she still boasted 
of a national law which absolutely 
prohibited her people in their superb 
seclusion to build an ocean-going ship. 
He was the 121st of his line, according 
to Japanese history, which holds thai 
it runs back to 660 B. C.. or to the 
days of the great Mikado Jimrau. 
Mutsuhito, 
whose 
name 
literally 
translated means 
“ gentleman,” 
was 
the second son of the Emperor Osah 
ito. 
When he was crowned at Osaka) 
on Oct. 31, 1868 the country was on 
the verge of being tom asunder as a 
result of bitterness, partly political 
partly commercial, partly religions and 
largely su p erstitio u s, which arose af 
ter Commodore Perry had unfolded to 
Japan the glories of the Occidental 
civilization. 
Civil war, even the pos 
sible loss of his throne, confronted 
this sixteen-year-old monarch.

this Is a nautical term and

rowed from a ship s cable,

have ever been on a big ship 
you j 
must have noticed two big pieces of j 
wood sticking up out of the deck for- i 
ward, alongside each 
other. 
They 
sometimes have a windlass betweeen 
them and they are used to secure the 
cable that goes to the anchor. 
These 
pieces of wood are called the bitts 
When the ship comes to anchor and 
the cable Is paid out all that part of 
it which Is abaft or behind the bftta 
is 
called the bitter end of the cable 
In a storm or In poor holding ground 
for anchors the more cable that Is 
paid out the better the anchor will 
hold and when the captain is at all 
doubtful he pays out his cable to the 
bitter end sooner than risk any barm
